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Finland- USSR : (President Kekkonen has de-

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Dominican Republic ; Juan Bosch's Dominican 
Revolutionary Party has called upon the ruling Council 
of State to postpone for a month the general election 
scheduled for Thursday. 


Bosch charges that a "climate of spiritual terror” 
persists and that "high government officials" are in 
collusion with members of the Roman Catholic lower 
clergy to smear him as pro-Communist. 


Bosch, who had been expected to win the presi- 
dency, has demanded that the bishops disavow charges 
by parish priests that he is a Marxist- Leninist as a 
condition for his remaining in the campaign. The US 
ambassador comme nts that the hierarchy is unlikely 
to give in to Bosch. 
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NOTES 

Latin America - West Germany :(^Xnumber of 
Latin American governments are showing interest 
in recent West German offers of military scholar- 
ships and orientation tours. Five Honduran officers 
will probably be sent to Germany for a one -year 
orientation course, to study at the Hesse military 
academy, or to serve with the German General 
Staff. A Bolivian officer is to attend the West Ger- 
man General Staff School, and two Colombian army 
public relations officers left on 9 December for a 
two-week tour of West Germany at Bonn’s expense?^ 
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Italy Fanfani's center-left coalition seems to 
be in a precarious position as a result of pre-election 
in-fighting by the four coalition parties and by 
Fanfani's rivals in his own party. Fanfani last week 
gave US Ambassador Reinhardt the impression that 
he is worried. Reinhardt believes that challenges 
to Fanfani's leadership are likely when the coalition 
partie s meet next month to discuss the coalition's 
program. 
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♦ Senegal : Forces loyal to President Senghor ap- 
parently have forestalled Premier Dia's 17 Decem- 
ber coup attempt and Dia's political career now 
seems ended. Senegal's pro-Western international 
position probably will remain virtually unchanged 
but President Senghor may use this opportunity to 
change the constitution and establish a presidential 
regime. The internal situation may remain unset- 
tled for some time, particularly in Dakar where 
Dia part isans may try to provoke labor and student 
unrest. I 
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
